Ue man, It Is obvious that bo should be a 
man of learning ant] experience In tbo sci- 
ence of Ibo law, ft Is worse than vulu to 
talk of tho application of a rule for tho reg- 
ulation of human action and human right 
lu an organized state, by a man who does 
not know the rule, Practical men.of com- 
mon tense in every department of life ro- 
oognl/,o the fact that It Is tho Incessant la- 
bor of a lifetime to attain tho knowledge 
and maintain the requisite, aptness and 
skill In tho exercise of that knowledge 
which gives proficiency In any department 
of human duty or labor, and Inspires con- 
lldcnce on tho part of thow whoso Interests 
and welfare aro dependent upon the ao 
tlon of the partlonter man on the particular 
occasion 
When my child" becomes very 


sick or dislocates a Joint, I do uot consult 
a lawyer. When my mules arc to bo shod 
I never take them to a lawyer's office.— 
When I want a bouse or barn built I never 
let tho contract to a lawyer, Wbou I want 
skilled labor from which I hope lo derive
